The Correspondence. 

The -worst enomy of UioGovornmont 
will not begrudge them all the com- 
fort they can extract from the Terms 
OorroBpondence •which waa laid beloro 
the House on Monday. It ia Tolumi- 
noui; some of it has already appear- 
ed in our columns; much of it ia com- 
paratiTely uninteresting at this late 
date; we shall, therefore, content our- 
•elves with giving a few running ex- 
tracts and comments. Mr. Macken- 
de's letter of instructiona to Mr. Bd- 
gar had been made the chief subject 
of attack; and we are told tbat, in- 
stead of approaching the Province in 
the spirit he professed, Mr. Macken- 
zie sent out Mr. Edgar in the capacity 
of a spy to entrap our GoTornmeut. 
Such conclusions can only bo regard- 
ed 58 an attempt to help a lame dog 
over the stile; for they assuredly find 
no justification in tha coiTospoudence. 
Mr. Mackenzie's "confidential" in- 
Btructious to Mr. Edgar are iu per'cct 
harmony with his professed desire, liist, 
to learn the mind of the people of Co- 
lumbia and then to make a reasonable 
effort to satisfy it. Taking Mr. Edgar's 
report (already pubhshed) ia connec- 
tion with the subsequent papers and 
Minutes of Council, nothing could 
well bo clearer than that wo rightly 
judge the motives by which Mr. Wal- 
kem and his colleagues were actuated 
in refusing to negotiate last spring. 
On this point Mr. Edgar speaks plain- 
ly, and hia conclusions are fully en- 
dorfced by the Dominion Government. 
Adverting to this point, the Report of 
Committee of Privy Council of Cana- 
da, dated 8th JtUy, says: 

"The reason alleged for refusing to 
coniider the proposition Mr. Edgar 
was finally directed to make, that Mr. 
Edgar waa not accredited by the Gov- 
ernment, was evidently a mere techni- 
cal pretence. All tliat Mr. Edgar had 
to do was simply to present the pro- 
posals and ascertain on the spot wheth- 
er they would be entertained by the 
Government. If satisfactory to them, 
the Dominion Dovernmf-nt would, as u 
matter of course, have them Banction- 
ed in due form; or if any counter pro- 
position had been made, iuitruotions 
would be given Mr. Edgar concern- 
ing them. ****** There is 
also reason to hiUevethat ike local political 
txigences alent induced the Oovernment of 
British Columbia not to entertain these pro- 
po$als." 

The credential quibble looks all the 
worse in the lifjhtof the following let- 
ter from Hon. Mr. Mackenzie to the 
Lieutenant-Governor, bearing date 
February 21st, 1871:— 

"Sir, — The bearer is James D. Ed- 
gar, Esq., Barrister, Toronto, who 
visits Columbia as the Agent of the 
Dominion Government.to oonsxilt with 
your Governmant with reference to 
the late agitation concerning an ex- 
tension of time for the construction of 
the Pacific Railway beyond that pro- 
mised in the Terms of Union. 

"Mr. Edgar will explain to Your Ex- 
cellency our anxiety to do everything 
in our power to meet the views of your 
people. 

"He will be glad to receive your sug- 
gestions concerning matters which may 
require attention." 

It ia doserTing of remark that Mr. 
Walkem appears to have been discreet 
enough to leave the wretched creden- 
■ tial quibble at Victoria. It was never 
raised either at Ottawa or London, On 
the contrary, the negotiations through- 
out assume tJio bona tides uf Mr. Ed- 
gar's position and the suflieiency of his 
authority. The fact ia that, however 
well such a quibble may have suited 
hispurposes here, Mr. Walkem wai 
perfectly aware that it would neyer 
answer in London. The next point 
to which vro direct attention ia the na- 
ture of the proposals made through 
Mr. Edgar. On this point the local 
press ha« widely dififored; and we can- 
not do bettor than give Lord Carnar- 
Ton'fl reading of theao proposals. Iu 
his despatch to the Governor-General, 
dated 16th August, Lord Carnarvon 
eaya. 

"The proposals made by Mr. Edgar 
on behalf of the Canadian Government 
to the Provincial Government of Brit- 
ish Columbia, may be stated as fol- 
lows: — 

(1.; To commcnno at onco, ami fin- 
ish as soon as poaiiblo, ft I'ailway from 
Esquimau to Nanaiuio. 

(I.) To spare no oxpensaih settling, 
as apeedUy as possible, the line to be 
taken by the railway on the Main- 
land. 

(3.) To mako at oncQ, a waggon road 
and line of telegraph along the wholo 
length of the railway in Britiuli Colum- 
bia, and to continue the telegraph 
. across the continent. 

(4.) The moment the surveys and 
road on the Mainland are completed, 
to spend a minimum amount of $1,- 
500,000 annually upon the construc- 
tion of the. Railway within the Fro- 
Tince." 

Such, be it obseiwed, is Lord Car- 
narvon's rendering of tha now cele- 
brated Edgar proposals after an atteu- 
tiTO reading of them and a patient hear- 
ing of both sides. How strangely it 
'contrasts with the construotioq, put 
' upon them by the organs of the Pro- 
Tincial Government. How complete- 
ly it harmonises with the construction 
put upon them by this journal. Then 
again, the proposals made through 
Mr. Edgar are summarised in the Ite- 
port of Committee of the Priv7 Coun- 
cil of GajaadaM follows:^ 



"1. To build a railway from Esqui- 
mau to Nanaimo.on Vancouver Island, 1 
in excess of the Terms of TJnion.and to 
begin the work immediately. 

2. To commence the construction of 
the rnihvay on the Mainland as loon 
as the surveys could be completed, and 
to expend on the work no less than one 
and a half millions annually. 

3. To take the necessary steps, 
meanwhile, to secure the construction 
of ft telegraph lino across the conti- 
nent on the located line for the rail- 
way, at the same time cutting out the 
railway track and building" thereon a 
trail or road, which would become 
available as part of the permanent 
works." 

Here, again, it will be observed the 
position taken by this journal last snm 
mer is completely borne out, while that 
taken by the hired organs of the Provin 
cial Govornnient ia clearly proved to haTe 
been tlio wildcat misrepresentation. Wo 
have only time to remiirk, in conclusion, 
that the Mninland Petition, "so groesly 
misrepresented by the local organ, 
a! no published and that it is precisely as 
published in this journal. 

Tinkering and Tinkers. 

The Government oigan htin diicOTsred 
a "growing evil" in the dispoBition mani- 
featad by members ignorant alike of po- 
litics and law to "tinker" with the 
statutes, and it thinks the Government 
ought to interTene to prevent luoh things. 
Several times during the present sossion 
there has been 'oceaaion to condemn the 
arbitrary conduct of th« Qovernmtnt in 
pressing upon the Homo a strained in- 
terpretation of the 5tth section of the 
North America Act. Eefusing, them- 
eelvea, to deal with matters in the nature 
of jfrievances, they ffonld appear to have 
hit upon a ■aoat arbitrary and unfair in- 
terpretation of the section alluded to a* 
m lafa and conroniont moans of prevent- 
ing others doing what they hare not the 
courage or fairness to deal with them- 
selves. To such an extent was thia car- 
ried that not only was the rigkt of peti- 
tion taken away from the Bubjeot, but 
the rights of legislation were taken frora 
the People's represontatiTos. One can 
easily understand the eitreraa reluctance 
with which the House would give a nega- 
tive vote on the proposition, "Shall the 
Speaker's decision be suatainod?" and 
the fact that the Hpms did give a nega- 
tive answer on Monday, that answer be- 
ing as ranch against the QoTernment as 
■gainst the Sjieaker's ruling, afTords in- 
contestible ovidonce that the members, 
docile as a majority of them have been 
in the handa of the Executive, felt 
that the little game was being pushed 
beyond all bounds of decency. It would 
aaem, however, tiiat the organ would 
oven out-Herod Horod. Not content 
with the glaring miauso of the 54th sec 
tion, it would advocate that the Govern- 
ment should, on general principles, do 
elino to permit the Introduction of new 
UwB or the amendment of old ones by 
prirato membersi In other words, it is 
suggested that the Government ahall ar- 
rogate to itself the sole right of introduc- 
iiiK TjiUs! A more illilieral or asonstrons 
idea it would be difijonlt to concaivo.

Dr. Tolmio moved that His Honor the 
Lioutenant-Goveruor bo rospootfully ask- 
ed to lay before this House copies of all 
oorrespondenca relating to Indian affairs 
between the Pominioa and FroTincial 
Qorernmonts since the beginning of 1874. 
The hon. mover said that be brought thia 
motion forward because the First Minis- 
ter of Canada had stated in his place in

in any Grown Grant of his land, or in 
any Aot, Statute, or Ordinance. Tho hon. 
mover said that the present Act did au 
injuatioe to a settler who was compelled 
to pay for 5 aorea of land required for a 
road. Ha could not see why a Govern- 
ment should be allowed to enter upon a 
farmer's land and take his gravel, timber 
or stone without oompensutiug him 
therefor. 

Mr. "W. A. Robertson aocouded. 

Hon. Mr. Beaveu failed to sea that a 
eaae of hardship had been made out by 
the hon. mover. Allthelond taken up 
daring tbe daya of the H. B. Co. and 
since was subject to tho surrender of a 
eertain amouut of land for roads. He 
read from the Aot to show that the Gov- 
ernment bad the right under tho Land 
Aet in force in the Province. Ho said 
tliat the Westminster-Yale Waggon road

Mr. Bobson said tho Chief Commis- 
aiouer had greatly exaggerated hia fac;t3.

In the 
building of railways this principle was 
thoroughly recognized; se. also,in taking 
Uad for the performance of any pablio 
work the owner, was always compensat- 
ed. 

Mr. Holbrookiftid ho wishsd to throw 
BO impedimsut in the way of the Govern- 
meat with respoot to road making, and 
he was of ppiqion that any l^ad, grarel 
•r titaber taken for road making par- 

f loses rcsUy improved the value of the 
Bud, which wai a sufficient compensation 
for the land taken. > 
Mr. Booth opposed tho rosolution as 
leading in the direction of extortion and 
placing the Government at the mercy of 
settlers who wore really benefitted by the 
roads. Ho moved an amendment to tke 
effect that this House does not coasider 
it advisable to paes this soasion any reso- 
lution to change tho proviaions of tho 
Land Act. 

Mr. Bmithe said that even supposing 
this resolution to b» a bad one, few mem- 
bers would be willing to pledge them- 
selves to make no changes in the Land 
Act this session. In reply to the Chief 
Commissioner he cited the oa»o of Father 
Bon4eau, whose valuable timber was 
tmknn '^y Oovprhment road party 

against hie remonstrances. There were 
jnany other instances of hardship.

Mr. Smithe, in allusion to the -viows 
expressed by the member for Lilloost re- 
spscting the making of crooked roada in 
order to pass through the land of any 
person the Government might like, said 
that there was nothing to prevent similar 
things being done now. He said that 
eases had come to his- knowledge where 
the Government had fenced in roads go- 
ing through some person*' landtl and had 
refused to do so for other men, although 
the road had been taken through a feno- 
ed field. He wanted all to be treated im- 
partially. The Act, as it stood, gave tho 
Government the power of showing favor, 
and he hoped the House would see the 
justice of altering it.

Yesterday dawned brightly and calm- 
ly. The wind, which had raged for so- 
veral days from every point of the com- 
pass had diod away during tho preced- 
ing night, and was replaced with light 
xophyrs from the south. Tho eun came 
out warmly and pooi>lo as thoy met each 
oi,her on the thuroughfarea exchanged 
congratulations upon tho prospect thus 
afifordod of better weather ahead. A few 
invalids who had been closely confined 
during all tho long hard winter vootured 
out of door aud thoir well-known forms 
and faces — though shrunken and piiichod 
by tho keen »ull'eritig they had under- 
gouo— were aooeptud »fl a bright augury 
of a near-at-hand Spring. Those favor- 
able indieations continued until about 11 
o'clock, when the barometer quickly 
showed signs of fslling and within an 
hour sunk to 'JS.86, an exceptionally low 
stage. Soon groat masses of wind-laden 
olouda wero observed to scurry across 
the aky, the bright sun and the poor in- 
valids retired from observation and the 
wind Toered to tho southwest and gradu- 
ally froshoned until H o'clock, wiien it 
became what would bo called nstifl'blow. 
Gathering renoweil vigor at 15 minutes 
to 3 o'clook it att»in(<i1 the proportions of 
a gale, and by 3 o'c'o .'k a tierce, relei tless 
huri^ouuB, thrtt sliouk. ttio strongest build- 
ings and caused tha deBtruction of a vast 
amount of property, Ijioko over the oily 
and vicinity. The migiity wind bore on 
its piniona heavy rain-charged clouds, 
which torn into shreds, reached the earth 
in grsat sheets of water that dronolie 1 
the few persons who remained out of 
doovs to the skin in a moment. 'Iho wind 
came in great long gusts, that roared a id 
shrieked, and then swept oa to continue 
their madcap career elaowliero, to be fol- 
lowed in quick succession by other gusts 
equally strong and vicious. Soon the 
efifeots of the pitilass pelting upon build- 
ings, fences, <tc., became apparent. 
Among tho first struclures on Oovsrn- 
ment street to snci-'umb was the verandah 
in front of the old Postofiioo, which came 
down with a crash, crushing in part of 
the front of the next building, and creat- 
iaga panic in the glass-market. Next 
foUowsd tlie tin roof of C-irswell's Block 
on Fort strest, owned by Mr. Lowenberg, 
which w«3 rolled up like a scroll aud de- 
posited in tho next lot, breaking tho tol- 
graph line and exposing a stock of valu- 
iible goods belonging to Oppenheim?r 
Bros, to damage from tho rain. Next the 
glass doors of the present Customhouse 
wero driven in, and the Collector and his 
clerks driven out. About the same time 
tho lumber piled in Sayward'o 
aud Moody <fc Nelson'as yard be- 
osme instinct with motion and about 
2 ),O00feet waltzod away in company with 
Old Boreas. In some cases inch" pUnis 
wore caught up, whirled in tbe air and 
broken like pipe stems, and the lots for 
Bsverul blocks are covered with them. 
Tho schoonor Industry, Capt. Jones, 
which arrived tho day before from Na- 
naimo with a cargo of coal for Capt. 
Clarke, was lying at Rhodes' Wharf 
alongside tho bark Clifton. The schooner 
sunk at her moorings at Sy, o'clook, 
Capt. Jones narrowly escaping with his 
life. The Uliflon was obafcd against tho 
wharf, but sustained no damage. The 
Otter and other steamers escaped injury. 
About this time the sea rolled into aud 
across the harbor in great waves and 
broke with a tluindsring ro^r i^pon the 
bjRch, thieaiening dostrnotion to any 
small craft that luigbt venture upon its 
bosom.

Tho 
wind seized this frame building in iir^ 
arin:i, toyil with it a f>nr miiiulns nn.l 
then toro it. into fragnvnt^. 'J'hn iinpri 
Honed sawdust made its escape in a treat 
cloud, and was scattered in every direc- 
tion. PemoiiB walking up town and ob- 
sorviub' the deiiBO cloud of sawdust ap 
proaahiiig iniagiiiod that WnlkT-rn i Co.
